Pococke and one part of the fleet 
anchored off this caftley and the commodore 
and the other pare of the fcet off the other 
cattle, to windward, as we came down on the 
7h infant: having the harbour’s mouth 
betwixt the two, with-thips always cruizing 
to and fro, till the latter part, then boats ané 
to-row guard, to hinder any thing from 
getting in orout,-13th, fent our marines en 
thore on this fide, i. ¢ to leeward, with 2 
party. of grenadiers and light infantry, about 
two thoufand 'in-all, under the command of 
colone! How; to take pofléffien of mount 
Lazarus, and fome commanding hills on this 
fide the town;::we having began oar bon:- 
bardment aud cannonading.againft the Moor, 
which never ceafed till that caftle fell,— June 
the agth, the officer and men feturned from 
windward, who had been landing the troops 
and building batteries, &c. ‘Having fent all 
our booms and fpars on fhere, and cleared thip 
for aétion, we waited for orders to go in and 
cannonade the ‘Moro ;° which cartie the laft of 
une, direéting as to lead the Dragon and 
arlborough: the next morning, which ac- 
cording to our orders we did, and came too 
ayainft the Moro, about nine: o'clock in the 
morning ; they fired over us, the firft thot or 
two, at half pafteight, bat refolving to go as 
clofe as poflibley we did not bring too then. 
Being little wind we went but tlow.—And 
though wecame within abouta hundred yards, 
i cannot think we did any execution, fo about 
noon, or half paft; being very much thattered, 
in hull, maftsy yards, wnd rigging, we cut 
and drove out, as did the Dragon and Mari- 
borengh, about half am hour after, i. ¢, 
about one .o’clocks— This: rebuff of ours did 
not at all dejeé&t the foldiers nor frilors, but 
on the infpired them with the noble 
fpirit of on ae than we haddone, if 
poffible.— The: nee of liquor that the 
general gave the working parties on fhore, 
enabled them to do great things, which could 
not have been effected vtherways; and ia 
particular among the feamen,. for, in fine, 
nothing was done without them *%; for when 
the batteries were beat dewn,- they repaired 
them; and, when guns were a 
they

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they got ap more;.and, when occafion re- 
uired it, built mew batteries, d&c. » Capt. 
fey of the Trent commanded the feamen 

at this junéture, whofe indefatigable pains 
ought never to be forgot, nor is it poffible to 
be juftly thought of, but by thofe that thared 
the trouble and danger with him.—1 mut 
confefs the troops were greatly reduced, and 
wore down to nothing ; the command on this 
fide, under colonel Howe, was fo reduced, 
that they were forced to draw in their advan- 
ced pofts, and after all they could not mufter 
a fufficient number of centinels for one re- 
lief. I heard. many officers fay, that had 
pofts to maintain, fome with forty, fitty, or 
fixty men each; that the beft accounts were 
not more that fix or feven well and able to do 
duty.—Had the Spaniards fallied out on this 
fide (as they did to windward) all muft have 
fell a facrifice. We built a battery on this 
fide, of three guns and two mortars; but at 
fuch a difadvantage, that they did but little 
execution.———I cannot think man, or offi- 
cer, efcaped his fhare of danger and trouble, 
in this heavy piece ef work: for I cannet 
remember one day, for upwards of a month 
before the Moor fell, but I faw dead bodies 
floating by the hips, up or dewn, as the 
current drove them ; fome foldiess, fome fai- 
lors, fome Spaniards, fome Englifh, fome 
whole, fome in difmal form.—This caftle 
ftood all thocks till the 1gth of July, when 
the breach of the wall ew on the 
thore fide, where they made the “Gat attack; 
with a battery of four guns only 3 they brave- 
ly endeavoured to defend it, by getting up a 
gun, or two in the night, but to a0 purpole, 
for we were fure to difmount them in the 
day, the firft or fecond round; the breach 
growing open and wide, they could not effect 
even this, fo in about four days became filent ; 
except a few mufkets betwixt whiles.— Being 
matters of the glacis a fecond time, we com- 
pleated a mine, under the foot of the wall, on 
the 31ft, which, being thrown up, filled up 
the ditch, and, while they were in confufion, 
formed it; though the breach would not ad- 
mit two mes a-breaft fairly on the inner fide 
of the wall,—Thus, a/ter fevera} affaults and 
fallies, their invincible Moro fell; it was in- 
deed very ftrong, 1 believe more fo than was 
thought by any of our officers, trom the general 
downwards, and had they burned the woods, 
for about two or three miles round, we could 
not have taken it. They made two {allies to 
windward, the firft they got off indifferently, 
but, the fecond, few returned; they were 
forced to beg a truce to bury their dead; had 
they done the fame to leeward, about. the 
2 th, or fome days after, they would have 
made a mafiacre of all in their-way.—About 
the gth of Auguft, thirteen fail of tranfports 
arrived with the American troops, which had 
been fo long withed for, and ftrengthened the:

avoided which might hereafter prejudice the 
union happily re-eftablifhed, applying them- 
felves, on the contrary, on every oc 
to procure for each othir whatever may con- 
tnbute to their, mutual glory, interefts, and 
advantages, without giving any affiftance or 
protection, dire&tly or indirectly, to thofe 
who would caufe any prejudice to either, of 
the high contracting parties: There fhall be 
a general oblivion of every thing that may
